Washington—W—Hugo L. Black, 


who came out of the deep south as 
a liberal senator 10 years ago, will 
put on the robes of a supreme court 
justice next October. 


The outspoken 
Alabaman, con- 


firmed by his colleagues late yes- 
terday by a 63-16 vote, is the first 
Roosevelt appointee 
to the high 


tribunal. 


By their one-sided confirmation, 


•senators rejected the contention of 
opponents that he once belonged to 
the Ku Klux Klan and was tem- 
peramentally 
unfitted 
for 
the 


bench. 


The 51-year-old new dealer, ac- 


cepting the congratulations with a 
broad smile, said he will resign 
from the senate 
at 
once. 
After 


a vacation, he will take the seat of 
the conservative Justice Willis Van 
Devantcr, retired, 
when the au- 


tumn term of court begins. 


Black pledged himself to "serve 


the people to the best of my abil- 
ity." He will have opportunity, if 
he wishes, to help pass on constitu- 
tionality of laws which he helped 
pass. 


Despite the vehemence of the op- 


position, fewer senate votes were 
registered against him than against 
•confirmation of either Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes or the veteran Justice 
.Brandeis. 


Claims Witnesses 


A handful of foes pounded all af- 


ternoon against the advisibility and 
legality of his appointment. Their 
attack reached a climax when Sen- 
ator Burke (D-J\Teb) 
declared two

Black's supporters did not reply 


directly. Dr. Hiram W. Evans, im- 
perial wizard of the Klan, had said 
earlier in Atlanta that Black was 
not a.Jclansman.

"This has sent Justice Black to 


the supreme court under a cloak 
of suspicion," Bridges said. 


"It's too bad his friends wouldn't 


give him a chance to clear himself. 
It's regrettable from the standpoint 
of Justice Black, the supreme court 
and the American people."

Shanghai •—f,T)— Japanese war- 


planes crashed bombs into Chinese 
positions in a moonlight attack to- 
Tiight against the Chinese hordes 
that are pushing Japanese land 
forces toward the sea. 


While Japanese warships shelled 


Chinese positions north and east of 
Shanghai, eight high-flying bomb- 
ers passed westward over the for- 
eign areas to drop explosives in 
the direction of the Chinese Hung- 
jao airdrome, on the city's far west 
side. 


The planes appeared as a full 


moon illuminated the cloudless sky. 
They flew over both the French 
concession and 
the 
international 


settlement, bringing thousands of 
foreigners to rooftops to watch the 
raid. 


It was the first night bombing at- 


tack of the 6-day Shanghai war- 
fare. 


On land, Japanese were outnum- 


bered almost four to one and were 
reported slowly giving way in the 
northeastern sector of the interna- 
tional settlement. Japan' threw its 
combined first and third fleets into 
the battle to keep land forces from 
being hemmed in completely. 


From Shanghai to the mouth of 


the Yangtze, more than 50 Jap- 
anese men-of-war lay at anchor or 
shuttled back and forth, their decks 
under the fire o; Chinese snipers. 


Americans Under Fire 


Volleys fired by Chinese riflemen 


whizzed over the decks of the Dol- 
lar liner President McKinley as she 
lay in the Yangtze. More than 300 
Americans fell to the decks of the 
liner or her tender to escape the 
fusillades.

spoke at a celebration marking the 
350th anniversary of the founding 
of the "lost colony." 


He based much of his address, 


broadcast nationally, on a letter 
which Lord Macaulay, English his- 
torian, sent in 1857 to an American 
friend—H. S. Randall, a New York 
writer.

Lord Macaulay was an important 


figure in English politics in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. In- 
ternationally he was more famous 
for his history of England, the first 
two volumes of which appeared in 
1848. the third and fourth in 1855 
and the last posthumously in 1861.. 


Macaulay served in parliament, 


as legal adviser to the supreme 
court of India and as secretary of 
state for war. 


Macaulay's Letter 


Macaulay wrote that Democracy 


would not succeed in the 
United 


States, adding: 


"Either some Caesar or Napole- 


on will seize the reins of govern- 
ment with a strong hand, or vour 
republic will be laid waste by "bar- 
barians in the twentieth century."

In a preliminary ruling Circuit Judge 


Aarons has held this alleged defamation 
to be a violation of the corrupt practices 
act but found, too, that the slander did 
not help Mitten, and therefore did not 
hurt Hampel. but, from the figures avail- 
able, did more harm to the candidate who 
uttered the words than the opponent 
whom he denounced. 


It was Judge Aarons 
construction 


of the law that the speaking or other 
spreading of such derogatory statements 
did not affect an ouster of the offending 
party unless it could be made reasonable 
to appear that they had a material effect 
upon the election, and this because "the 
dominant idea is to protect the public and 
see that the true choice of the voters is 
expressed." 


Perhaps this is good law. It has a 


logical sound. 
And the 
fact that the 


slander was not broadcast generally and 
published only by a Polish language news- 
paper with restricted circulation would 
seem to support the conclusion made by 
the judge. 


Judge Aarons was able to point to 


the fact that Sheriff Mitten made a re- 
markably poor showing right in the lo- 
cality where he had so foolishly attacked 
his opponent, which is an excellent trib- 
ute to the sense of the people and their 
almost invariably hostile reaction to mud- 
slinging in campaigns. 


Nevertheless it becomes an increas- 


ingly serious offense for any candidate to 
utter and broadcast personalities aimed 
at degrading his opponent in the public 
eye. It might fairly be said' that exclud- 
ing such a man from office when elected 
will visit no hardship upon the public 
even though the people chose him in spite 
of his delinquencies. 


If the people will watch candidates 


over an extended period of years they will 
find, with rare exceptions only, that those 
who are unable to interest the public in 
their own qualifications for office with- 
out the use of a manure-spreader at their 
opponent, as distinguished from just crit- 
icism his official record, make unsatis- 
factory officials when elected.

The appointment of Senator Black to the

As an ant-acid preferable to soda

Although fewer sheep were shorn 


this year in Wisconsin, the slate 
wool production increased about 3 
per cent over 1936. the state's total 
wool clip being estimated at 3,079,- 
000 pounds, R. C. Swanson, county 
agent, was informed today by the 
crop reporting service of the United 
States and Wisconsin departments 
of agriculture. 


The state's production is slightly 


largcd than the average clip of the 
rest of the nation, which increased 
about 2 per cent, and the agricultur- 
al department credits this increase 
to the better quality of wool, for 
average of fleece reported for the 
state this year is 7.9 pounds as com- 
pared with 7.4 pounds in 1936. 


The total wool clip for the na- 


tion is estimated at 367 million 
pounds with 
more sheep being 


shorn in 1937 than during the pre- 
vious year. 


Most of the wool in the United 


States is produced in the western 
sheep area, though the production 
in the so-called native sheep states 
in the east is also important. This 
year the western sheep states pro- 
duced 266 million pounds of wool ] 
as compared with 101 million for' 
the native sheep states. This in- 
dicates that over 70 per cent of the 
nation's wool is obtained from the 
western sheep region and less than 
30 per cent from the eastern or na- 
tive sheep states.

advised to make soybean hay while 
there is still chance lor hay curing 
weather, according to a notification 
received by R. C. Swanson. county 
agricultural agent, 
from 
George 


Briggs of the college of agriculture 


Mr. .Briggs pointed out that al- 


though' the greatest amount of feed 
is obtained by cutting 
soybeans 


when: they reach their 
greatest 


growth and the pods are well-filled, 
he suggests that it is safer to sac- 
rifice a little growth for a higher 
protein hay which is well-cured. 


County farmers will find the fol 


lowing .suggestions as given by Mr. 
Briggs helpful. Swanson said. 


"When soybeans are cured in 


cocks, moldy hay may be prevented 
in extreme weather by pulling the 
whole pile aside onto dry soil. The 
grain binder is being used more and 
more in handling soybeans for hay. 
With this method, it is made into 
small bundles and put into small, 
long shocks. Soybeans 
should be 


spread when taken into the barn 
and not left as the hay fork drops 
them. 


Work Early In Day 


"Handle the-soybean crop care- 


fully so as to leave as many leaves 
on the stems as possible. Do not use 
a rake during the driest part of the 
day. Many more leaves 
will be 


saved and a belter hay obtained if 
soybeans are handled 
when 
the 


leaves will slick to the stem in the 
early or late part of the day. If in 
doubt about the keeping qualities of 
the hay in the mow, put in alternate 
layers of. straw or dry hay or stack 
outside and thoroughly cover with 
wild bay or canvas. 
_ "Should there be 
wet or 
poor 


drying weather, soybeans may be 
made into silage by adding 50 or 60 
pounds of molasses to the ton or by 
mixing it half and half with corn. 
If soybeans were grown on sloping 
soil, farmers will find it desirable 
to follow with a cover crop such as 
•winter, rye or winter wheat. These 
crops may be drilled in the soybean 
stubble immediately without furth- 
er preparation of the seedbed."
